Meets Spanish Girl

Z aharoff becam e acquainted w ith 
a young Spanish girl who had been 
forced by custom 
to 
m arry

titled countrym an she did not love. 
T he two fell violently In love, and 
while they had to part alm ost as 
soon as they m et. the Spanish no­ 
blewoman urged Z ah aroff to call on 
her lf he ever w as In Spain and 
abe would help him. 
Zaharoff was to put this prom ­ 
ise to good use. 
H e had been In 
London only a short tim e when he 
am azed the d irectors

by offering to place orders worth

cam e time, he 
rem em bered 
that 
hie m other had 
been

Greek— | 
and G reece got 12,600,000 a year 
from him throughout the war. 
W hen the W orld w ar cam e, he 
was, perforce, on the side of the 
allies. 
W hether he w as moved by 
sentim ent or by a keen business! 
instinct seem s a m oot question, but 
at all events he becam e one of the 
strongest forces for victory in tile 
whole allied cam p. He pulled wires,

going on he found the Monte Carlo 
project In d ifficu lties, loaned it a 
few m illions w ith a block of stock 
for security—and froze on to the 
stock.
